The representatives of the power 
company stated that if special con¬ 
sideration were given municipal 
rinks, similar consideration would be 
expected by operators of privately 
owned rinks. J. C. Hiebert, who rep¬ 
resented Stavely, asked if the com¬ 
pany would he willing to waive its 
exclusive franchise for electric light¬ 
ing in relation to municipal skating 
rinks, to permit them to be lighted 
by gas. The Company representatives 
were not prepared to answer this 
proposition without further considers 
tion and discussion with officials of 
the company. 

The representatives promised that 
the company would consider the cir¬ 
cumstances of municipal rinks, and 
communicate with the towns at an 
early date.

One measure which would not have 
carried through parliament, if whips 
had been withdrawn and members 
allowed to vote as they pleased, is 
that one which placed a ban on 
clearances for the export of liquors 
from Canada to any country under 
prohibition.

If government printing expenses had been published 
side by side with the statement on advertising, fuller in¬ 
formation would have been provided. Although not ad¬ 
dicted to paid advertising, the government is not averse

tural population. This output has found its way to the 
offices ot all rural papers, in the hope that it will be use- 
ed Tree. Much-of the information is valuable, but never' 
theless is indirectly a boost for this and that department 
of the U.K.A. government. It would have been accepted 
more graciously and used more generally by the ' small 
town publisher, if there had been more reciprocity. The 
cost of printing those innumerable bulletins and pam¬ 
phlets must have mounted up. It is possible that a pro¬ 
portion of tile sum expended in printing, might more pro¬ 
fitably and more legitimately have been scattered through 
out the province in the form of honest advertising. 

There is no suggestion that the financial statement ap¬ 
pearing in the U.K.A. magazine is not straightforward 
and accurate. Although the debt of the province has in¬ 
creased enormously within recent date, this has perhaps 
been more or less unavoidable. And there has been no 
reflection on the honesty of the government. 

There is, however, a lack of detail xn most government 
statements unsatisfying to the average taxpayer. Under 
present conditions it is the right of the public to know 
what each department is spending in travelling expenses 
and what has resulted; what staff.each department is em¬ 
ploying and the actual work accomplished; what salaries 
are paid to inspectors and other employees and the val¬ 
ue of their labor. Deputies, secretaries, printing expenses 
should ail be itemized and published for the information 
of the hard-pressed taxpayer. This is done in other 
province.-.. It should be done in Alberta.

There is nothing so dependable as the undependability 
of human tastes and fancies. That which is the height of 
popularity today, may be only boring tomorrow. This is 
particularly notrceable in the current preference for rail¬ 
way travel over motor travel.

Each week 
the spirit of adventure is stirred by the call to some new 
point. One week it is a bargain trip from Montreal to 
New York. Again from Montreal to Toronto, or Montreal 
to {Chicago, and so on, each city participating in some

The fees of miscellaneous nature 
were about one million’,less than ex¬ 
pected. The estimate was $2,796,346;

Fines 

In .line with other economies the 
public practised economy in keeping 
within the law.

PETERSON URGES 
WHEAT REDUCTION 


stituting the biggest cuts on the lar¬ 
ger farms, is C. W- Peterson's solu¬ 
tion for the reducing world surplus¬ 
es. The editor of the Farm and 
Ranch Review- addressing the Wheat 
Pool annual meeting in Calgary, 
again brought up his belief that the 
four g v eat wheat producing countries 
should confer for the purpose of 
wheat reduction. 

Canada alone, he conceded, could 
do nothing to alter the situation, but 
in co-opera tion with Australia, Un¬ 
ited States and Argentine, the ser¬ 
ious surpluses now existing might oe 
reduced. Mr. Peterson thought tlie 
mere announcement of such a confer¬ 
ence would raise wheat prices over¬ 
night. 

Enlarging on his- scheme for a vol¬ 
untary acreage reduction on the part 
of the four great exporters, the 
speaker suggested a plan for stabil¬ 
ization of prices, which included a 
licensing of wheat producers. Under 
the plan the largest ‘farms would 
Take the heaviest cuts, while the 
small producer will suffer light cur¬ 
tailment. He expressed the belief that 
if action could be taken the situation 
would he definitely, solved with no. 
further acreage reduction required.

ROUSES WRATH

I “Ten weeks ago hogs were $4.26 
to $4.75 a cwt. and lard was selling 
j at 714 to 9 cents a pound and side 
bacon at 9 to 13 cents'a pound,” he 
said. “Now the farmer gets $2.75 
to $3.26 a cwt. for hogs and in spite 
of that the trade is asked to get 11 
to 1214 cents a pound for lard and 11 
to 17 cents a pound for side bacon.”
